IMPORTANT FROM MEXICO. 


Genera Caravasal with two thousand 
men had cut off ove thousand of Miramou’s 
troops, and entirely cat off communica- 
tion with the capital. Miramwon was 
short of provisions, and depending on the 


Havava expedition for Aiva- 
redo was blockaded by the Libcrals. 


American infinence is said to be de- 
clining. Commander Jarvis had demand- 
ed of Miramon not to iuterfere with 
Americans. 

It has been reported that Miramon has 
promised assistance to Cortinas; this, how- 
ever, is doubted by some. 

On the Sth ult., Miramon notified the 
representatives of foreign governments at 
Vera Cruz of his intention to caunonade 
the city. 

On the night of the 7th, an attack 
was made in force, bat was soon repulsed 
by the Liberals, who are confident of a 
successful resistance. 

On the 6th two steamers appeared be- 
fore Vera Cruz and refu to show 
their colors. Commander Jarvis, there- 
fore, ordered the Saratoga, with detach- 
ments from the Savanvuah and Preble, 
on the steamers Indianola and Wave to 
proceed to the anchorage and ascertain 
the character of the two strange steamers, 
As the Saratoga towed by the Indianola 
approached them they tried to escape, but 
were too late. Capt. Turner then sent a 
boat with a flag to demand the nationality 
of the steamers, when the boat was fired 
upon twice; whereupon the Saratoga fired 
a broadside into the General Miramon, 
and the action became general. After a 
spirited engagement, Marin surrendered. 
The engagement took place by moop- 
light. The two steamers cost Miramon 
$55,000, and had two hundred and 
fifty meu on board. The entire fit-out 
of this expedition is stated to have cost 
$300,000, mostly furnished iv Havana by 
the government in accordance with a se 
cret article of the Almonte treaty. 

On the 19th the Mexican steamer 
Marquez had arrived below New Orleans, 
a United States prize, in charge of Lieut. 
Chapman, of the Saratoga. 

The steamer Miramon, arrived at noon 
of the same day.

As regards the native governments, I will 
simply say, that they have various princes 
called sultans, susuhunans, or emperors, rajas, 
or kings, and pavyorangs, or princes. ‘Ine 
government of these native princes has very 
generally been mild and beneficent towards 
their subjects. As I have mentioned before, 
many of these sovereigns are females. It 
would be difficult to tyranpize over this peo- 
ple, in the same manner as Asiatic kings have 
done.

tainly will need a man possessing the true 
spirit of interpretation, revealed to him by 
God, to enable us to ascertain what all these 
inscriptions mean. 

I saw ancient tombs in Sumatra of great ex- 
teut, covered with such ivsciiptions. The 
ruins of Central America, and elsewhere on this 
continent, will not compare in extent and 
beauty of ffhish with those of Java. Not even 
the mighty ruius of Egypt. The natives say 
that these inecriptions all refer to some inte- 
resting prophecies concerning great events yet 
to take place among them; and as I inentioned 
to you before, thatin all their poetry,in all 
their songs, they are continually allading to 
some great national events that are speedily to 
happen, to bring about a reorganization of 
their scattered nations to be formed into one 
great and bapry people. 

Speaking of their songs reminds me to say 
a few wofds about their musical taste. They 
have invented a great many very sweet-toned 
instruments, such as are called instruments of 
percussion, like the piano, and they have in- 
vented a very sweet-toned kind of eolean harp, 
whose harmonious notes are produced by the 
gentle breezes of the islands. There are often- 
times to be met with in the forests of Sumatra, 
a sort of natural eolean harp, or musical bam- 
boo. On one occasion, in the forest, I was de- 
lighted to hear some exceedingly sweet strains 
of sound; I spoke to the natives that were with 
me, and they told me it was one of the wida- 
deree, or fairy nymphs of the sky, that was 
whispering in the ears of good Malays. Then 
smniling, they said it was nothing more than a 
musical tree. On approaching nearer to the 
sounds, I discovered a dry and decayed bam- 
boo trunk nearly a foot in diameter. I further- 
more discovered that the pith, which compact- 
ly fills the shell of the bamboo cane when 
green, was pow shrunken from the sides of the 
shell, leaving aspace of an cighth of an inch 
between, and the shell being cracked in several 
places, and the wind passing through these 
slight fissures, in which are oftentimes slender 


fibers of the bamboo shell, produced the moat 
melodiousof sounds. The same kind of sounds 
are otten produced bv placing stretched silken 
strings in the crevices between the sashes of a 
window.
